ANNUAL MEETING. 


On Wednesday, June 18th, by kind invitation of Mr J. Y. W. 
MacAlister, the Seventh Annual Meeting of the L.A.A. was 
held, at 20 Hanover Square. 

There were over 50 members present. Mr. E. G. Rees 
having taken the Chair, the proceedings opened with the reading 
of the minutes of the Sixth Annual Meeting, and the Special 
General Meeting held at West Ham, on December 11th 1901, 
which were confirmed. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the Annual Report, 
pointed out that during the past year steady progress had been 
made, both in the number of those who had paid subscriptions to 
the Journal, and those who had joined the Association, but 
regretted that out of the large number of Assistants throughout 
the Kingdom so small a proportion thought it worth while to 
join the Professional Association. 

The Report having been adopted, the Chairman declared 
the following Officers elected, without opposition, for the ensuing 
Session :—

The Chairman then declared the result of the Cotgreave 

Prize Essay Competition, the winner being Mr. T. W. Glazier, 
of the “ Tate” Library, Streatham, Mr. W. Harris, of the Hornsey 
Public Libraries, last year’s prizeman, coming a very good second. 
The pseudonyms of the remainder of the competitors are set out 
below in order of merit as decided by the adjudicators :—Third 

* Mercury,” fourth—* Ferrex and Porrex,” fifth—** Grapheus.”’ 
For the Senior Prize there were only five entries, and the 


Chairman hoped that in future more interest would be taken in 
these competitions. The winner of the Junior Prize will be 
announced at a later date. 

Mr. Peddie congratulated the Association on the Report

first volume of The Library Assistant. He also noticed the 
growth of the professional library, and thought that 288 volumes 
collected in so short a time was highly satisfactory. The growth 
of the N.W. Branch was an especially bright feature, | the 
real hope of the Association lay in the Provinces, and he ped

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There could be no doubt that the Association ought to have a 
majority of library assistants in its ranks. The Association has 
filled a place in the profession which was distinctly empty, and 
its monthly Journal is of great value because it is often able to 
touch on matters of great interest likely to be overlooked by 
other journals. He saw no reason why some of the papers 
should not be published in volume form, thus making a valuable 
addition to the professional literature. He congratulated the 
Association on its continued progress, and on the interest which 
was taken in it by men who were able and willing to help, and he 
pointed out that if any member had bright ideas his connection 
with it would bring him into contact with those who would help 
him to carry them out. Speaking of the educational work of the 
L.A., he said they had not done all they should have done— 
and the rest of the Litany. But he felt that until some radical 
alteration was made in the governing body of a certain Asso- 
ciation, matters would continue as they were. He believed that a 
very large number of the members of the L.A. were agreed that 
something more should be done-—and he thought they would get 
their way. 

In accordance with the Agenda, Mr. W. G. Chambers then 
moved: 

** That the Resolution of the Special General Meeting of December 
lith, 1901, altering the Annual Meeting from the Summer to the 
Winter Session, be, and is hereby rescinded.” 

This was seconded by Mr. R. B. Wood, and opposed by Mr. 
Pickard, who thought the Winter Meeting should be given a fair 
trial. He was supported by Mr. P. H. Wood. The motion was 
carried by 21 votes to 14. 

Mr. F. Pocock then moved: 

* That in future a report of the meetings of the Committee of 
the L.A.A. be published in the Library Assistant. 

This was seconded by Mr. Hatcher, but was opposed by 
Mr. Soper, who pointed out that there was little room for more 
matter in the Journal, and that i¢ was not usual for proceedings 
of Committees to be published, though he supported the 
principle because they had nothing they wished to hide as 
suggested by a previous speaker. Any important work done by 
the Association is immediately published in some form or other. 
The motion was also spoken on by Messrs. Hogg, Pickard, 
Peddie and others, but was defeated by 21 votes to 11. 

Mr. Thorne then moved a vote of thanks to the Committee, 
which was seconded by Mr. Parsons and carried unanimously. 

Mr. W. G. Chambers in replying, said the work was often 
hard and made considerable inroads on time and pocket, but that 




































when their work was appreciated in the way it had been it 
became a pleasure. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. MacAlister for the use of the room, 
moved by Mr. Rees, and seconded by Mr. Soper, having beet 
carried with applause, Mr. Harris then proposed a vote of thanks 
to the chairman, and said that the success of a meeting very 
largely depended on the Chairman, and therefore he had_ the 
more pleasure in proposing this vote.

interesting address on the Bible, anc 

the English version. He expressed regret that the meetings of 
the Branch were not better attended, and said that apart from t 
educational value to be derived, the members who endeavoured 
to attend regularly, thereby showing interest in their occupation, 
would necessarily come under the favourable notice of librarians 
at whose libraries meetings were held, and thereby increase their 
chances in the future. 

Turning to the subject of the evening, Mr. Guppy pointed 
out the pre-eminent position of the Bible in literature, which, 
apart from any theological considerations, renders it a book ot 
whose history every librarian and assistant ought to have 
satisfactory knowledge. 

Something should be known of the various codices, of the 


principal translations—especially the English version—-and of the 
chief results of the searching criticism to which the Bible has 


been subjected in modern times. 
Dealing with the history of the English version, Mr. Guppy 
referred briefly to the partial translations made by Bede, King 
Alfred, Richard Rolle and others; then coming to Wycliffe’s 
translation he pointed out that it is now held to have been partly 
done by Wycliffe’s friend, Nicholas of Hereford. This translation 
was made from the Latin Vulgate. A contemporary manuscript 
copy was shown. 
The version by John Tyndale was the next to be considered, 
and Mr. Guppy went into considerable detail in telling the life

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story of this remarkable and not fully appreciated man. The 
spread of the New Learning in Europe brought with it the Greek 
Testament of Erasmus, the Brescia Hebrew Bible, and the 
Complutensian Polyglot, and with the facilities given by the art 
of printing greatly increased the study of the Bible among 
scholars. John Tyndale desired to render it accessible to the 
English people in their own tongue, and after much persecution 
he lost his life in the endeavour. His translation of the New 
Testament (1525) was made direct from the Greek. In 1537 


appeared the *“ Matthew” Bible which was edited by John 
Rogers, Tyndale’s literary executor, and contains Tyndale’s 
translation of the Pentateuch and Nix Testament, and a 


translation of Joshua to the 2nd Book of Chronicles also, in all 
probability, by him. Tyndale’s work was thoroughly done and 
forms the basis of the later versions, including the Authorised 
(1611) and the Revised, thus making an organic connection 
throughout. Time would not permit more than a brief mention 
of the later versions, but we venture to hope that Mr. Guppy will 
deal with those on another occasion. The splendid collection of 
Bibles, one of the glories of the Library, cnabled Mr. Guppy to 
illustrate his address in a striking manner.
